ABALESSA, Hoggar, Nov. 17 [Relayed 
to Tamanrasset by courier and thence 
dispatched by wireless:to Paris through 
the’ French military post}].—The skeleton 
of the personage buried in the reputed 
tomb of Tim Hinan, the legendary 
goddess and ancestress.of the Tuaregs, 
was disinterred at Hoggar in the 
Sahara today by members of the Franco- 
American Expedition, headed by Count 
Byron Khun dé Prorok. It was resting 
on an elaborately and “exquisitely carved 
couch gunk in solid rock, and was sur- 
rounded with bags ef grain, grapes and 
dates, food for the journey in the. spirit 
world. 

While the explorers worked two. scor- 
pions, the last guardians of this royal 
mausoleum, encircled the dead and scur- 
‘ried in the ancient dust .at ‘their’ feet, 
fleeing into the’crevices in the wall. 

Even when the skeleton was complete- 
ly exposed the explorers were unable: to 
say surely whether it Was that of a 
man or woman, but that it was that of 
Tim Hinan hefself thé’ natives were 
convinted.

The bones at any rate are those of a 
well bullt person, commanding a height

In an anteroom of the burial chamber 
was found a pile of crumbling clothing 
of a dignitary, evidently placed ready 
for wear in the next world. The gar- 
ments are fringed with leather, painted 
red and yellow, and other fabrics of 
variegated colors, all faded into. dim 
hues. No weapons were found, which is 
difficult to explain in the tomb of a 
person of such evident rank.

Beads and Jewelry Found, 


When the excavations had sufficiently 
advanced to give access to the royal 
body Dr. Chapuis clambered through the 
narrow opening of the tomb’ and began 
cautiously removing the mould covering 
the corpse. This contained scores of 
beads, carbuncles, garnets, objects of 
gold and silver, and two glass balls with 
black _and yellow designs resembling 
eyes, The beads gave the first clue to 
the date of the tomb. They are very 
similar to those of the third and fourth 
centuries found in the temple of Tanit at 
Carthage and of the perlod when Greek 
bead making at Carthage was declining. 

As the arms were uncovered they were 
the most striking spectacle in the tomb 
to meet the eye. Hach arm .was covered 
with massive bracelets, which shone 
dimly through the corrosion of the oen- 
turies and were decorated with heavy 
simple patterns and buckles and beads. 
There. were seven on the left arm and 
eight on the right,- After they were re- 
moved and polished the explorers were 
puzzled to identify the metal. Seven were 
of a yellow,substance which was thought 
at first to be gold and eight of a white 
substance resembling silver, but they did 
not have quite the correct ring and color, 
and were probably silver and gold 
alloyed with another metal, perhaps 
antimony. It is known that the Cartha- 
ginians extensively used antimony trick- 
ily, combining it with gold to increase 
the weight and the hardness. They ob- 
tained antimony from a secret source in an 
Centra: Africa. by caravans, probably 
passing down the winding river Tit past} The 
Tim Hinan’s tomb to the Sudan.

COLOGNE, Dec. 1.—Thé liberation of 
Cologne and adjacent area, known as the 
Northern Rhineland zone, from allied 
occupation—first fruits of the spirit of 
Locarno—began today. Outwardly the 
city shows no signs of this event, politi- 
cally one of the most important ‘since 
peace was signed at Versailles. Outaide 
British headquarters in the Hotel“ Ex- 
celsior, facing the majestic Coldgne 
Cathedral British sentries with fixed 
bayonets still stalk stiffly to and fro. 
British soldiers still police the main 
thoroughfares and the big railroad. sta- 
tions still are under dominance of the 
British railway transport officer. British 
automobiles stamped with the broad 
arrow of his Britannic Majesty continue 
to harass pedestrians, crowded. off the 
narrow sidewalks of this ancient town. 

But behind the scenes thére is a great 
stir and the thrill of jubilation is tin- 
gling in the hearts of the-ctvilian popula- 
tion and throughout the whole northern 
area.

CHAPMAN ANSWERS 
FEDERAL REJECTION 


He and Counsel Will File State- 
ment Today, Contending He 
Is a National Prisoner. 


HE AGAIN ASSAILS PARDON 


Hands Out Arguments Attacking 
President’s Action in “Perverting 
Intention of Pardoning Power.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 1.-—Gerald 
Chapman’s lawyers will file an answer 
tomorrow before Federal Judge Edwin 
8. Thomas to the arguments presented 
by the State and Federal attorneys on 
Monday for denial of his application for 
a writ of habeas corpus and his petition 
that he be returned to the Atlanta Pen- 
itentiary to complete his twenty-fivé- 
year Federal sentence before being 
hanged by the State of. Connecticut. 

Joseph M. Freedman, following a con- 
ference 6f£ Chapman’s counsel, said .a 
general denial would be made of the 
assertion that the Federal Government 
has no interest in or claim to Chapman, 
that he ts not held at Wethersfield as a 
Federal prisoner, that Warden H. K. W. 
Scott is not an agent of the United 
States and that the condemned man ts 
no longer a United States prisoner. 

That the reprieves granted by .Gov- 
ernor Trumbull affect the judgment of 
the Connecticut court is admitted, but 
that any of them operated to effect 
Chapman’s release as a Federal prison- 


er, as is contended by the Government, 
is denied. 


Chapman Outlines Arguments. 


Chapman spent most of his time today 
in working on the argument. His notes, 
written in pencil], wére given~out by 
counsel today as follows: 

“The Constitution of the United States 
reads that the President shall have the 
power to grant pardons. (The power to 
grant commytations is ‘not stated, so 
must be a lesser use of the pawloning 
power.) The power to grant commuta- 
tions being but the exercise of the par- 
déning power in a lesser degree, must 
remain, within the pardoning nature and’ 
cannot arrogate to itself @ different ‘or 
@ separate nature. 

“The President cannot of his own will 
ehange the intended nature of power as 
contained in the empowering act, nor 
divert that power to uses opposed to its 
intended nature, nor add other nature to 
his power besides or opposed to the in- 
tended and contained nature of his 
power. The element of compulsion is 
not conceivable, nor possible, nor con- 
tained in a grant (of pardon or com- 
mutation). Any force used to compel 
the grantee to accept the conditions of 
the ‘grant’ changes the nature of that 
‘grant’ and makes it an imposition. The 
President has no judicial povers, and 
cannot impose arbitrarily or judicially, 

“The ‘pcewer’ to grant pardons or coOm- 
mutations is as against any custodial 
vy authority restraining the acceptor of the 
grant of pardon or‘ commutation from 
the enjoyment of the privileges of that 
grant after his acceptance has made it 
e perion in fact, or commutation in 
act, 

“Before a grant of commutation or 
pardon can become a law—a fully con- 
summated ‘act,’ and a grant in ‘fact’— 
it must be accepted freely with all its 
conditions by the grantee, and its ef- 
fect upon the grantee ot be of any 
other than a pardoning, nature. Until 
such grant is accepted by the grantee, 
its action remains incompleted, an otter 
pending, ‘uncon 


“‘Conditions, Net Persons” Affected. 


“The power to grant pardons and com-~- 
mutations. has no legal force ‘upon’ or 
against persons, but only upon and 
against punitive conditions and ‘authori- 
ties’ to the welfare of persons. It can- 
not forcefully extradite from a higher 
jurisdiction into a lower against a set- 
tled decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, 

“The State’s Attorney of the Court of 
Hartford County, by illegal procedure 
made application for a grant from this 
power to be given in my name, with- 
out my knowledge or consent. This 
grant of commutation was offered me. 
I refused to accept it, knowing it was 
not of pardoning nature or intent, but 
a subterfuge. By this refusal the ac- 
tion of the grant is left unconcluded, 
hence ineffectual. 

“The State’s Attorney of Connecticut 
cannot conclude the action of a grant 
to me, against my will and consent. 
The ulterior motive behind these illicit 
acts.and uses is to evade or in some 
wise overcome a settled decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, and the 
power. of my constitutional right not to 
be forced into jeopardy of my life by 
unlawful means and subterfuge; and to 
thereby ‘hasteri the execution’ of ‘the

Count Salm declined at the pier to be 
interviewed, but said he would answer 
written questions later. Some queries 
were written for him, and after reading 
them to his mother he put them in his 
pocket, Last night, at the Hotel -Giad- 
stone, 114 East Fifty-second Street, he 
issued the following statement: 

“I appreciate very much the friendly 
spirit in which written questions. have 
been submitted to me by the representa- 
tives of the New York City press. 

“My visit to the United States is 
prompted by. my desire to see my son. 
When my wife left me in Paris she was 
accompanied by her father and his law- 
yer, and promised to return after the 
birth of our child, otherwise I should 
not have consented to her departure. 
She has not returned, despite frequent 
appeals on my part that she do so. I 
would have made this trip sooner had I 
not been led to believe that by waiting 
I could persuade my wife to: bring our 
child to Europe. 

“This is my mother’s ‘first visit to 
this country. She naturally desires very 
much to see her grandchild, and ‘we are 
both . disappointed .to find that my son 
has been taken to Palm Beach, although 
my wife was aware of our coming. 
Whether I am to see my son in New 
York or Palm Beach or elsewhere, I do 
not know as yet. 

“T have no knowledge of the rumors 
in reference to a divorce, but if it should 
develop that a permanent separation is 
necessary, I shall certainly demand the 
custody of my infant son. 

‘“‘Whethet my wife will accompany me 
upon my return to Eutope and whether 

I shall return there depends upon fature 
—— 

“The suit against my wife, brought by 
an attorney of Vienna, was commenced 
without my consent, I retained him to 
render certain services to Austria which 
had nothing to do with the validity of 
my title, which cannot and has not 
been —— mie anywhere, I offered to 
pay him a reasonable figure, but he de- 
manded what seemed to me an exorbi- 
tant amount.

Accorcing to the obyious com- 
plications he forthwith divides his matri- 
monial interftions among the three wo- 
men on the boat and is-forever starting 
off with some woman on his arm: When 
this sort of thing begins to run bare Mr. 
Davis inserts a cocktail scene and even- 
tually a wreck. And when neither the 
lines. nor the situations Id sufficient 
vitality the players\create a sort of 
muscular vitality by rushing from one 
side of the stage to the other. In con- 
sequence, ‘‘Beware of ‘Widows'’ will 
serve, 

It serves largely, one suspects, because 
Miss Kennedy graces the leading part. 
In the first place, she is pleasant to look 
upon, slender, animated: and fair. . In 
the second place, she is something more 
than leading lady by virtué of personal 
beauty.” She is a comedienne. Playing 
so broad and loose a part, she might 
easily assume the prerogatives of the 
stage convention and resort. to horse- 
play, to stares of blank amazement, to 
feigned-indignation, to arch. glances, to 
absurd coquetries: As a matter of fact, 
however, she keeps well within the 
bounds of good taste and relies upon her 
skill as much as her appearance.. It is 
refreshing to see her run lightly through 
her part, smearing her lines with the 
proper insinuations, with variety in the 
projection of her acting.

‘But .in the Fourth 
and Fifth symphonies Sibelius has be- 
come extremely* introspective, more dis- 
tinguished and uncompromisingly. indi- 
vidual'in his style, more solitary and 
oblivious of. all the world in his expres- 
sion.. The Fourth symphony is a grim 
and bitter soliloquy...

The transformation wrought by six 
years was evident in every moment of 
the signin; of the treaties of Locarno. 


Amid the stately magnificence of Ver- 
_ gailles in 1919, its pomp and glamour, 
the faces of the German delegates were 
white with mingled rage and fear. 
Yesterday in the simple setting of the 
London Foreign Office Chancellor 
LutHerR and Foreign Minister StTrREsE- 
MANN were cheerful. The statesmen 
with whom they fcregathered were no 
less at ease. “I can see across t-e 
table the German Chancellor,’’ said 
Premier Briann, “ and I am sure I can 
“ tell him that I have remained. a good 


“Frenchman, just as he in coming

JUDGE MAYER. 

The judicial career of the late JuLius 
M, .Marer was both distinguished in 
itself and illustrative of conditions 
that prevail in our lower Federal 
courts. Judge Maxun resigned from 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap~ 
péals a year ago last July, partly in 
order to seek that competence in prac- 
tice at the bar which had been denied 
him during his service on the bench. 
Yor several years as District Judge he 
had had-charge, through receivers ap- 
pointed by his court, of business.affairs 
of great. complexity and importance. 
Enterprises involving literally hundreds 
of millions of dollars were under his ju- 
dicial direction. Never was his integrity 
in the handling of these large affairs 
questioned; while the industry and 
sagacity with which he freely gave his 
time to them were the subject of fre- 
quent praise by all the interests con- 
cerned, and were set beyond dispute 
by the. great success ‘which attended 
nearly every big reorganization: under-. 
taken while ‘his court’ was in control. 
Yet it was known that; the Govern- 
ment. waa abie to pay this Judge but a 

méagre salary. Such services as he| 
redidered ‘would, if his work had been 





dozen times what he received as Judge. 
The low pay of Féderal Judges has 
long been an anomaly and even a 
grievance. ‘Slight increases have been 
made in recent years, but the salaries 
‘are still far smaller than they should 
be. Able lawyers accepting a Federal 
Judgeship have to seek their real com- 
pensation in the dignity of their posi- 
— pe ssp eager naib 

they are.called upon to do for 
—— ‘Tt has been ,noted that 








courts ‘is better established and. usually 
less expensive for litigants than in 
the State court, a great many cases 
have “been. brought before Federal 
Judges that would formerly have been 
tried in State tribunals. 

One result of this has been to open 
the eyes of politicians-to the possibil- 
ity of obtaining ‘more patronage from 
Federal“ Judges than used to be avail- 
able. 
now taken by political leaders in the 
appointment of men to the Federal 
bench. Whether in consequence of 
this new pressure the character and 
ability of the candidates recommended 
to the appointing power have become 
higher is open to grave doubt. It 
would appear, from 4 glance at the 
list, that the rule is the choice of two 
mediocrities to balance every Judge of 
exceptional fitness. But under no 
imaginable system of sélection, or 
through the raising of judicial salaries 
to no matter what figure, could the 
Southern District of New York have 
secured a Federal Judge more unspar- 
ing of his strength or more useful in 
the discharge of his judicial duties 
than was JuLtius M. MAYER. 


COLD WINTER WARNINGS, 

The Abbé Gasrizet of the University 
of Caen has blown another shrill blast 
upon his weather trumpet, This 
priest-meteorologist, who has been 
much quoted since a cold wave killed 
three men and a woman upon the 
streets of Paris early in September, 
now bids Americans beware of the 
Winter of 1925-26. He says: 

New York, Chicago, all of Canada 
and the whole of the northern part of 
the United States will have a bitterly 
cold Winter, which ought to set in. 

‘about the middle of December or 
early in January. 

Abbé GABRIEL has access to the rec- 
ords of several centuries, and they tell 
him that cold Winters come in cycles. 
One is now due. In his forecast he is 
supported by the Sage of Cassadaga, 
N: Y., who points to the unusually 
early flight of geese from the northern 
forests in September as an infallible 
sign. Snowstorms and below-zero tem: 
peratures occurred prematurely in the 
Far West—even in the Middle West— 
as October drew to an end. In Spring- 
field, Mass., on Sept. 26, ‘‘ a cold snap 
‘* [24 degrees above zero] caused a 
** considerable rush for coal, creating 
‘’a demand that dealers were able to 
** satisfy only in part.” Such severe 
'| weather in the first days of Autumn 
had not been known in that vicinity 
for years. 

France has an astronomer-priest 
wh is as. famous a Weather oracle as 
the Abbé GaBrRigEL. The Abbé Morzeaux 

éf Bourges also warns of a cold. Win- 
‘ter. Earthquake shocks he lately pre-: 
dicted and they came. The Abbé 
Mormaux js another believer in: the: 
cycle theory: from now.on for some 
time expect frigid Winters. Coal strikes 
‘will bec6me more and more unpopular 
if he is sight. ‘Scientific meteor- 
clogists, who reason chiefly from 
sun spots and variation ih the sun’s 
rays, some of them from ocean sur- 
face temperatures, have not hesitated 
to. announce a sévere Winter, heavy 
snowfalls and long cold v~.ves. But 
some of the men of science are frank 
enough to say that long-range fore- 
casts are hazdirdous. It is curious, 
considering how early Winter set in 
this year in the States, that the rivers 
and ocean were still open on the 
Southern Alaskan peninsula as late as 
Nov. 18. - Since 1911 this had net been 
the case before. 

Out of all the discussion about the 
weather has come a-stronger faith in 
the indicattens from solar radiation. 
Based Upon them, the Smithsonian 
Observatory in Calama, Chile, fur- 
nishes weekly weather reports to Ar- 
gentine business men, who have.con- 
tinued to buy them for seven years. 
According to the Weather Bureau at 
Washington, 1925 was a warm year 
up to the end of September, reckon- 
ing by averages. In fact, for about 
three years mean temperatures have 
shown an excess of heat. To the un- 
scientific this is significant enough to 
indicate either a cold Winter or a cool 
Summer in 1926.

Many a genius in science 
‘* has defaulted because he has had to 
eat"; he has had to find his nourish- 
ment in some other field of work. The 
total amount spent for such research 
is one-twentieth of what is spent upon 
applied - science research—and one- 
tenth of what is spent for cosmetics. 

Though ultimately all applied science 
will’ dry up uniess the sources of pure 
science are maintained, these very 
sources are being endangered in 
America by the drafting of men of 
creative genius into the applied ‘sci- 
ence service and away from funda- 
mental research work. The sources 
may be replenished in three ways: by 
enabling university men to give more 
time to research and by increasing 
their number; by making possible the 
coordination of research on a greater 
scale; and by maintaining separate 
institutions for pure science research. 
This will mean release to some extent 
from engulfing demands of teaching 
and administration and the provision 
of instruments and assistants, to give 
greater freedom for concentration. 
“Consequential discoyery or inven- 
tion ’’ is not to be made in the future 
by “ the genius in th. garret.”’ 

It is a wholesome humbling to be 
told by such an authority that Amer- 
ica, with all her genius, * occupies a 
‘* position far in the rear of the ma- 
‘* jortty of European nations ’’ in the 
advancement of fundamental scientific 
knowledge. We excuse ourselves by 
saying that we are still in the pioneer- 
ing stage and that there are other 
employments more lucrative. 
these excuses will not be accepted

be widely made and generously sup- 
plemented by funds for the endowment 
of men, and independent research in- 
stitutions, notably the Smithsonian,

In your -editorial of n 
ing on the President's 1 before the 
Chamber of Commerce you use the fol- 
lowing language: - 

“He thinks that our accumulated sav- 
ings should freely be offered to foreign 
nations, not for war purposes, but for 
rebuilding their own industrial and com- 
mercial fabric.’’ 

This is the policy which was observed 
by Great Britain following the Franco- 
Prussian War, and which; I “believe, 
future historians will hold was the pri- 
mary cause of the late war, 

Immense sums were loaned Germany 
and were used, first, to build up German 
industry, and subsequently, through a 
capital levy, to build up German arma- 
ment. The result was, first, commeércial 
competition between Germany and the 
other countries of the world, in which 
Germany was. eminently successful and 
Great Britain the principal loser, and 
second, the immense increase of German 
armament, especially ite navy, which 
had the effect of causing all-nations to 
increase’ their naval forces, England 
again feeling the principal effect. Eng- 
land's policy was based upon the same 
considerations which are now put forth, 
i. e., that the development of Gefman in- 
dustry would tend to develop the world’s 
trade, therefore make business more ac- 
tive throughout the ‘world and, in a 
way, give employment to capital. 
~ This proved to be quite true, but in the 
end Great Britain found, and in, fact the 
whole world found, that it was an-un- 
profitable plan. The returns received 
for the loans of capital to Germany (the 
capital has never been returned) have 
been but a very small part of the sub- 
sequent expenditures of capital brought 
about by reason of the late war, not to 
speak of the immense loss of human life 
and suffering. 

I do not believe there is 8 economist 
in the world who will seriously contend 
that a loan of capital to a competitor, 
particularly a competitor whose . an- 
nounced intentions are to destroy the 
business of the lender, can in any event 
have a successful issue. 

I believe that American capital. should 
be used for the development of American 
industries, and not used for the develop- 
ment of competing-industries of Europe. 
I recognize that there exists a body of

Heyward Hall McAllister, 65 years old,

CHICAGO, Dec. 1 (@.—Agricultural 
and financial representatives of the corn 
belt met here today with Secretary Jar- 
dine of the Department of Agriculture 
and other Government officials to dis- 
cuss means to enable the farmers, espe- 
cially in Iowa, to cash in on their rec- 
ord-breaking .corn crop. Government 
machinery was set in motion to expand 
credit facilities so that the-farmer might 
hoid or feed his corn instead of sacri- 
ficing it at 50 cents a bushel. 

President Coolidge sent his greetings to 
the conference, and. expressed . through 
Secretary Jardine ‘“‘the hope and expec- 
tation that out‘of the conference will 
come constructive help.”’ 

Agricultural credit —— to be 
located at Fort Dodge and Des Moines, 
with capital stock of $250,000 each, were 
organized and the stock was subscribed 
at the meeting. These banks, under the 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank, will 
be able to take farm paper up to $5,900,- 
000 with corn in the crib or live stock 
in the feeding pen as collateral. 

Organization of the ‘credit corpora- 
tions, it was emphasized by the Iowa 
bankers, was not to be.taken as.a re-

The immediate effect of the law would 
be to add at the beginning of February 
an extra burden on the tenant which 
seems ridiculously small in American 
money, amounting to 15 cents a week for 
most workmen’s families for the first 
quarter and only 35 cents a w when 
it reaches the maximum on May 5, 1927, 

None the less, for the public—whatever 


may be the private aims of the party |’ 


leaders—this increase tends to assume 
almost revolutionary importance. The 
reasons for this and the widely varying 
conclusions drawn from the present agi- 
tation lie in the abnormal economic and 
political situation Austria inherited from 
the inflation period. 

As a result of the national law, rent 
there has been maintained practically 
on the pre-war basis, but paid in de- 
preciated paper instead of gold cur- 
rency. The theory is that landlords who 
paid: off mortgages with worthless paper 
should not alone profit from inflation 
which ruined every one who had invested 
savings in these mortgages or bonds. 


‘The result is the incomes of landlords 


are reduced to practically nothing. The 
workman who in pre-war days paid 360 
a year in gotd kronen for a two-room 
flat is now paying only $1.30 in paper. 
Consequently the building trades are 
nearly killed, the only construction be- 
ing municipal, and the private interest 
rate clings to fantastic figures; 18 to 25 
per cent. for mortgage security is no 
longer possible. , 

Rent is the only important thing not 
valorized following the League of Na- 
tions loan stabilizing Austrian currency, 
and experts who investigated 
the situation here last Summer official- 
ly but strongly recommended that the 
Government take steps gradually: to 
bring rent back to a normal basis. - 

The Government's bill of today.is un- 
doubtedly largely the result of this. It 
aims at bringing rents in the next two 
years to within 42 per cent. of what 
tenants were paying before the war. 
Even this is not as large as it seems, 
for the bill abolishes various charges for 
maintenance..of buildings which tenants 
now have to share with landlords. 

It is- generally admitted it would, how- 
ever, have a profound economic and -po- 
litical effect. {t is estimated many 
thousands made penniless by inflation, 
unable to meet the extra burden, will be 
homeless. National economy now being 
based on stability of ‘cheap rent, all 
prices ‘necessarily will incréase if rents 
are raised, wages likewise, by strikes 
if mot othe , thus. .restimulating 
prices. Moreover, Austrian foreign trade, 
already ‘handicapped by innumerable 


staxes, thus will lose its chief present 


advantage—low wages.. 

These things loom’*much “larger before 
the Austrian public thag the possibility 
of lower interest and encouragement of 
building. 

Passage of the bill is considered 
doubtful—so doubtful some believe the 
Government does not, really in to 
fight for it, introducing it only to show 
the League of Nations by the opposition 
it arouses that valorization of rents is 
impossible. These critics affirm that 
behind the scenes the Government has 
already agreéd with the Socialist oppo- 
sition to compromise, if not to withdraw 
the measure, as soon as the coming ses- 
sion of the League is ended. 

Such a policy, in view of the unpopu- 
larity of raising rents, seems, however, 
too suicidal for the shaky Christian 
Socialist majority to be the whole truth. 

Tt is not at all sure it would survive 
if it ventures to put the refi 
to a vote of confidence, and 
persistent predictions of a Cabinet crisis, 
even dissolution of Parliament and new 
elections.

‘Endorses Plan Put Forward by 
Harvard Crimson to Lessen 
Emphasis on Game. 


COACH ‘FISHER OPPOSED 


Declares Harvard Might as Well 
Abandon the Sport as to Ac- 
cept Such Restrictions.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 1.—Yale 
recognizes benefits implied in the plan 
advanced by the Harvard Crimson for 
modifying football to inter-class games 
at the beginning of the season, with

“Harvard suggests cutting the sea- 
son anti beginning with class football. 
Our comment would be to cut the sea- 
son so that Yale and Harvard’ and 
eventually a few others play each other 
in so few games that. sectional cham- 
pionships could not even be hinted at. 
This would preserve the rivalry be- 
tween the colleges concerned, but would 
shake off the interest of outsiders who 
come to see football between recognized 
good teams but do not care about ri- 
valries between colleges of limited sec- 
tions of the country. Public interest, 
which is the most’ objectionable type, 
would die in teams which have no pos- 
sibility of claiming any sort of ¢ham- 
Bionship. The part of the oyeremphasis 
resulting from graduate interest, vehe- 
ment, however, insignificant, the teams’ 
record, would be d by the me- 
chanical restriction agreed upon for 
the fooball season. ‘There is every. rea- 
son to believe that what was left would 
be comparable to the present status of 
the crew which represents good train- 
ing and a correct balance of importance 
and pleasure.” 


Fisher Oppeses Program. 


Special to The New York Times, 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 1.—Football 


might just as well be abandoned at Har- 
vard as run‘along the lines suggested by 
the Harvard rimson, according to 
Coach Robert T. Fisher of Harvard. He 
believes that the game has grown some- 
what too big for the colleges, but thinks 
that the changes. advocated are too 
drastic. 

The Crimson criticized the emphasis 
placed on football, which it said tended 
to give the sport a false importance and 
distorted the students’ sense of colle- 
giate values: Its reform proposals sug- 
gested abolition of Spring and pre-sea- 
son practice, scouting, the curtailment 
of afternoon practice and discontinu- 
ance of public sale of tickets. It recom- 
mended the employment of a Harvard 
man as coach, The Harvard publication 
also deplored the. “preponderance of 
space devoted to college: football in the 
newspapers,” but said that pro football 
might in the near future overcome this 
evil.. In keeping with its criticisms of 
the newspapers for. devoting space to 
the college games, the Crimson dis- 
continued its practice of' picking an all- 
American eléven. pe 

“There's no doubt whatever,” said 
Coach Fisher, ‘‘that college football’ is 
emphasized too much. It puts too much 
of a burden on the boys. 
actly fun for the coaches, either, though 
I naturally don’t feel like discussing that 
phase of the. matter. . 

“The idea of class games, with a few 
real contests at the end of the year, isn’t 
practical, If football is to be changed 
at Harvard, and perhaps it will be, the 
shift should be made very carefully. 

“I don’t believe there will be any up- 
heaval or drastic change at Harvard.
